Venice, May 8. 


HE Advices from the Breflan import, 
that the French have fith’d up out of 
the Lake of Garda, the 3 heavy pieces 
of Cannon which the Imperialifts threw 
into it when they abandon’d the Bref- 
fan. The Count de Medavi has fent Détach- 
ments to reinforce the Troops that had taken poffeifi- 
on of feveral Pofts in the Valley of Sabio, and on 
the Bank of the Lake of Garda, which laft Pofts he 
has vifited by Water. He has alfo fent fome Battal- 
lions to Quarter about the Roca d’Anfo, with Order 
to intrench themfelves there, as alfo ac Barge, Lavi- 
yone, and at the Place where the Chiefe iffues out of 
the Lake of Idro. He has befides, put freth Troops 
into Salo, where large Magazines are ftoring. On 
the other fide, the Imperialifts fortify themfelves at 

Lodron in the Trentin, at the further End of the 
Lake of Idro, to oppofe the French if they thould 
make any Attempt upon the Trentin. They write 
from Verona, that Prince Eugene is forming a Camp 
inthe Valley of Polifella, almoft over againft la Fer- 

tata. The Duke of Vendome is not far from thence, 

being encamp'’d with the main Body of his€I'roops 
at Camporengo near Rivoli : So that the 2“Armies 
ae {eparated only by the Adige. The Duke of 

Vendome has fent Order tothe Troops guarding the 

Paflages of the Mincio to joyn him, it being no 

longer neceffary to guard thofe Paffages : The 

Count de Biffy Lieutenant General, who was fent 

towards the Polefines, has receiv’d like Order. The 

Imperialifts have fent part of their Baggage under a 

Convoy to Baffano, thence to be carried to the 

Trentin. All the Troops they had in the Polefines 

are march'd up above Verona, except thofe com- 

manded by Collonel Pate, which remain at San 

Michele, and lower at San Bonifacio, to fecure the 

Magazines they have in thofe 2 Places.

Ausbourg, May 24. The Palatine, Saxe Gothan, 
and other Troops, formerly mention’d to be on the 
march to reinforce Prince Eugene in Italy, proceed 
with all poflible Expedition. And General Rhebia- 
der being coming after them with 6 more Palatine 
Regiments, is advanc’d :o Guntzbourg, and will 
continue his march through Mindelheim, Landfperg, 
&ec. So that Prince Eugene will in a lutle time 
have a very ftrong Army. 

From the Amiterdam Courant, dated June 5. 

Turin, May 12. The 5th of this Month the 
French Troops broke up from their Camp at Salug- 
gia, and came with fome Field-Pieces to St. Baleg- 
no ; leaving the Sranith Troops at Saluggia. The 
fame Day our German Foor crofs’d the Po, and en- 
camp’d under the Hill of the Capuchins, having 
with them 12 pieces of Cannon; and the German 
Horfe that werejag, Ceri, came and encamp’d at 
St. Michele berwiden this Place-and Afti. The 6th 
the Piemontois Mocie'breke yp from Gruliafco, and 
encamp’d at Colegno and Alpignano near the Doria, 
to guard the Paffages of chat River. The 7tb our 
Duke gave Ordér. for-demolifhing the Caftles of 
Bardazzanno, Sinzanno, arid others fituate on the 
Hills on the other fide of the Po, that the Enemy 
mighr not take poft inthem. The 8ch an Order 
was publifh’d, importing that his Royal Highnels 
having Occafion for a confiderable Sum of Money, 
defir'd to borrow it on acertain Security. The roth 
every Houfekeeper was order’d to keep Water al- 
ways in his Houle, for quenching any Fire that 
might happen. Yefterday the Enemy came to the 
Venerie, and encamp’d on the Ground they were 
on laft Year.

From the Duke de la Feuillade’s Camp near the Ca- 
puchins in che Plain before Turin, May 16. The 
13th of this Month we advanc’d hither: That Day 
one of the Enemy’s Huffars had the Boldnefs to 
come within 30 Paces of our Head Quarter, and 
kill’d M. de Ferrieres Lieutenant Collone! of the Re- 
giment des Vaiffeaux ; but the Huffar was himfelf 
wounded and taken Prifoner. Since that Day 4000 
Pioneers from the Milaneze joyn’d us: We expect 
ftill a greater Number, and fhall open the Trenches 
affoon as all is ready for that purpufe, which 'tis be- 
liev’d cannot be before the beginning of next Month, 
In the mean Time we have begun our Line of Cir- 
cumvallation. The Duke of Savoy, who 5 ie to 
be unalterably fix'd in the Intereft of the C nfede- 
rates, continues to make neceffary Preparations for 
difputing every Foot of Ground, and defending his 
Capiral City with the urmoft Vigour : In Order to 
it, he has pofted his Foot inan intrench’d Camp be- 
tween the City and the Country Houfe of the Mar- 


quis de St. Thomas; we have already attack’d 
and 
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and taken chat Houle afcer a vigorous Refiftance. 
That Action coft us a Caprain and feveral Soldiers. 
The Enemy make a terrible Fire on us, from the 
Cannon which they Have plac'd on their new Outr- 
works ; and the Duke of Savoy -has caus'd all the 
Trees within a League round the Place to be feii’d, 
that we may have uo Shelter and be expos’d to the 
open View of the Belieged: This will oblige us to 
open our Trenches aca much greater Diftance than 
otherwife we fhould. 4 or 5000 Piemontois and 
German Hoife are encamp’d near Avighano ; but as 
talk'd a great Deiack:nent of our Horle and Foor 
will be orde:’d that Way, to kezp them at Bay and 
prevent their giviog us any Difturbance, 
flanover, June 1. My Lord Halifax arriv'd here 
on Saturday Jaft, and had Audience the next Mor- 
ning ; firft of the Elcctorefs Dowager, to whom he 
prefented the Act of Naturalization, afcerwards of 
the Electors, and then of the Electoral Prince. His 
Excellency will make a tour to Wolfembuel, and 
other Places, till the King at Arms arrive with the 
Enfigas of che Order of the Garter for the Electoral 
Prince. 
Hague, June 3. The Imperial Minifter Count 
Goes, Commiffioner of King Charles II{ of Spain ; 
and Meilieurs van Lange, Wellant, and Iccertum, 
deputed by their High Mightinetfcs ; are about to 
go from hence to Bruilels, to fuperintend the Admini- 
ftration of the Affairs of the Spanith Netherlands. 


Lendon, April 31. 
Yefterday arriv’d Captain Delavall, being fent 
Expreis from Barcelona, with an Account, that Sir 


George Bing with his Squadron joyn’d Sir John 
Leake, with the Englith and Dutch Men of War 
under bis Command, the ift of May N.S, near 
Altea ; as did Commadore. the 3d, whereby 
the whole Fleet was made Up’ 50 Ships of the Line 
of Battle ; that the 7¢h my Lord ‘Peterborow came 
on board the Flee: of with about 
1400 Men ; and thar on the 8th in the Evening 
the Fleet came before Barcciona, whence the French 
Vleet (having Notice of their Approach) retir’d the 
Night before. 

The Enemy tho’ their Fleet was retir’d, continued 
the Siege, and pretended ro make an Affault, having 
made twoBreaches,and carried on theirApprcaches to 
the cover'd Way: But the 12th abour One in the 
Morning they verir'd in a moft thameful manner, lea- 
ving behind them near 200 Brafs Battering Guns, 
30 Mortars, a great quantity of Bombs and Shor, 
toooo Sacks cf Corn, above 3000 Barrels of Pow- 
der, and all their Sick and Wounded Men, whom 
the Marfhal de Teffe, in a very fubmiffive Letrer, 
recommended to the Earl of Peterborow’s Generofity 
and Clemency, (and his Excellency has been very 
gencrous and indulgent towards them; ) and, which 
is moft Remarkable, they left every Thing un- 
touch’d, as if ic bad been for the ufe of their Friends, 
and not for their Enemies. They retired towards the 
French Frontiers, being followed by the Miquelets. 
Refore they drew off, they had receiv’d Advice, 
that the Durehefs of Anjou had left Madrid, and was 
retir'd towards Pampe!una.
